Litigation of oxer a year's stand­ 
ing, involving the 
mill race, 
ended 
tliis morning with, the dismissal in 
the 
eireuit 
court 
of two 
suits 
against 
Arvel 
It. Herkless. 
The 
suits against Herkless were filed by 
the Rushville Milling Company and 


C h a r l e s L. HeriVy, president of the 
Indiana 
and 
Cineinnati 
Traction 
Company, and in each $1,500 dam­ 


a g e s and an injunction was asked. 
The two suits were filed in August, 
1913. 
It was alleged that Herkless, 
who owns a gravel pit adjoining the 
mill race, w a s damaging the property 
by undermining the banks near the 
gravel pi't. Both eases were d i s m i s s ­ 
ed by the plaintiffs at their costs and 
the defendant agreed to release the 
plaintiffs from all liability upon the 
bonds filed for the injunction. 
The only case now remaining 
on 
the doeket involving the mill race is 
the suit of H e r k l e s s against the In­ 


d i a n a p o l i s and Cincinnati Traction 
Company to quiet title. 
In this suit 
Herkless alleges that the mill race 
has been abandoned and beeause he 
owns land adjoining the title would 
fall to him by reason of the abandon­ 
ment. 
In the two suits that were dis­ 
missed the traction company and the 
milling company claimed that by the 
undermining of the race the water 
was allowed to flow into the gravel 
pit and thus lessened the supply of 
water £pr their 
respective plants. 
The two 
cases were 
set for trial 
nest Monday but it was stated some 
time ago that an agreement would be 
reached and the trial was never ex­ 
pert ed to result. 
The injunction was asked to pre­ 
vent Herkless from going on with his 
work, which was alleged to damage 
the mill raee for the 
purposes the 
two companies were using it. 
With 
the dismissal of these two suits it is 
doubtful if the quiet title suit now 
pending will ever be 
heard as the 
agreement 
practically 
settles 
this 
point.

S E C T IS NOT U N K N O W N H E R E 


Followers of the “Belief" Often Talk­ 


ed on Rushville Street Corners, 


Looking For Joiners. 


Considerable local interest is a t­ 
tached to the 
news 
from Benton 
Harbor, Michigan that “ King Ben” 
Purnell, head of the House of David, 
has vanished from his domain, leav­ 
ing behind a crowd of mystified fol­ 
lowers with uncut hair, an amuse­ 
ment 
park, a zoo with 
monkeys, 
hears, kangaroos, a brass hand and a 
number of other things which he and 
his subjects bought with cash during 
the summer resort season. 
“King Ben” was the leader of a 
sect commonly known as the “Holy 
Rollers.” Members of the band luive 
frequently come 
here to 
gain re­ 
cruits. 
They have “preached upon 
the street corners and urged people 
to join their “camp.” 
The disap­ 
pearance of the leader is attributed 
to the federal investigation of the 
“inner circle.” 
This 
chosen 
group of 
artistic 
names comprises young women of 
comely face and devotion. 
Discord 
among some of this Hock led to the 
publication of affidavits from three 
women, 
which led to 
government 
scrutiny of the deeds of “King Ben” 
and those of his realm. 
The “inner circle” held itself aloof 
from inquisitors. 
Inquiries for one 
of the chosen flock 
brought Mary 
“Mother” of the colony and the wife 
of Purnell to the front. 
She made it 
plain that she was 
now in charge. 
Xo, the members of the “inner circle” 
could not be seen. 
The sensational 
affidavits 
that 
forced the 
government to turn its 
eves in the direction of the “Rollers” 
land were 
disclosed, 
showing the 
foundation for the charges. 
They 
were signed by 
Mrs. Lena M cFar­ 
land, M r s . Augusta 
Holliday 
and 


M r s . Edith (’larks. 
In them “King 
Ben” is accused of 
conduct w h i c h 
they considered quite 
incongruous 
with his claims as the “son of man.” 
They charge the chief of the “long 
hairs”— for it is an unequivocal rule 
that no man shall cut a hair on his 
head or face while a member of the 
flock— with compelling girls to go 
through shocking ceremonies as “ad­ 
mission” to the “inner circle.” These, 
so the affidavit of Mrs. McFarland 
savs, are known to Mrs. Purnell.

Litigation of oarer a year's stand- 


ing, involving the mill race, ended 
this morning with the dismissal in 
the

against Arvel R. Herkless. 
The 


suits against Herkless, -were filed by 
the Rushville Milling Company and 
Charles L. Henry, president of the 
Indiana and Cincinnati Traction 
Company, and in each $1,500 dam- 
ages and an injunction was asked. 


The two suits were filed in August, 


1913. 
It was alleged that Herkless, 


who owns a gravel pit adjoining the 
mill race, was damaging the property 
bv undermining the hanks near the 
gravel pit. Both eases were dismiss- 
ed by the plaintiffs at their costs and 
the .defendant agreed to release the 
plaintiffs from all liability upon the 
bonds filed for the injunction. 


The only case now remaining on 


the docket involving the mill race is 
ihes\ift:|rf'«IJerkleSs against the In- 
dianapolis and Cincinnati Traction 
CbmitenyTio" quiet title. In~this suit 
Herkless alleges that-the mill race 
has been abandoned and because he 
owns land adjoining the title would 
fall to him by reason of the abandon- 
ment. 


In the two suits that were dis-; 


missed the traction company and the 
milling company claimed that by the 
undermining of the race the water 
was allowed to flow into the gravel 
pit and thus lessened the supply of 
water fpr their 
respective plants. 


The two cases were set for trial 
next Monday but it was stated some 
time ago that an agreement would be 
reached and the trial was never ex- 
pected to result. 


The injunction was asked to pre- 


vent .Herkless from going on with his 
work, which was alleged to damage 
the mill race for the purposes the 
two companies were using it. With 
the dismissal of these two suits it is 
doubtful if the quiet title suit now 
pending will ever be heard as the 
agreement practically settles this 
point.

All persons who wish 
to 
send 


gifts by parcel post insured should 
call at the postoffice and get a parcel 
post insured shipping, according to 
an announcement made at the post- 
office last night. Fill this card out 
and when the day conies to send 'the 
gift all you will have to do is to take 
the package to the postoffice 
and 


have it weighed and stamped. 


Persons wishing cards should call 


at the stamp window and get then', 
at once. By| attending to this duty 
cow, prospective mailers of Christ- 
mas gifts can save themselves lots 
of trouble and time as well as do a 
favor to the postal employes/ There 
is bound to be a rush just before 
Christmas. It requires some time to 
fill out one of the in'sured shipping 
cards as the name and address of 
the sender as well' as tin/ consignee 
and his address have to be placed on 
the cards. 


In this connection officials of the 


postoffice also call attention to the 
fact that many persons 
shipping 


stuff by parcel post overlook one re- 
quirement. Packages jseut by par- 
cel post must bear the name as well 
as the address of the shipper. Many 
persons make the mistake of sending 
packages by parcel post with only 
the address of the sender on them. 


Much activity in the parcel post 


business has been noted at the post- 
office in the last few days and it may 
be said that the Christmas rush has 
started. 
Prospective users of the 


parcel post are urged to remember 
that the regulations allow inscrip- 
tions on packages instructing the re- 
cipients not to open until Christmas. 
Under this 
regulation, Christmas 


packages may, be sent now and the 
same results will be attained as if 
the packages were sent the day be- 
-foro Christmas. 
• Persons wishing to send gifts to 
friends of any great distance should 
send them immediately, according to 
the postmaster. If all persons delay 
until just long enough for the gift to 
travel to the person, a number of 
persons are going to be_ disappoint- 
ed because they will not receive their 
gift by Christmas day. If you are 
sending a gift to a person in Cali- 
fornia, it takes only about six days 
for the package to travel the.dis- 
tance, but the large number of pack- 
ages will be arriving in, the large 
cities of California and the gift may 
not be delivered until several days 
after Christmas. ^If a gift'has abo'ut 
twice the usual allowance it is sure 
to arrive at Christmas time.

.If sending gifts to New York state 


send them about three or four days 
before fime you wish them delivered. 
At the other seasons 
it takes only 


about a day and a half to get a 
package to New York. Following is 
scale for sending presents: 


• If 'sending a package parcel post 
twenty-five miles it should be sent 
one day before time to be delivered; 
fifty miles, gifts should be sent two 
days before wanted delivered; 100 
miles should be sent three days'" be- 
fore; 200 miles distance, send three
